Business Section. 





BLOODSHED IS FEARED 





Contractor Declares He Will 
Import Laborers to Fill 
Forced Vacancies. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HILLSBORO, lll... Aug. 8&.—Negroes 
and white citizens of Hillsboro fought 
fiercely in the streets for several hours 
last night. The business section was 
in a turmoil and order was not re- 
stored until after a number of blacks 
had been chased from town. 

The white citizenship is greatly ex- 
cited and it is likely that all negroes 
will be ordered to quit this place. The 
colored population is sullen and defiant 
and bloodshed igs feared if the edict is 
issued and is not immediately obeyed. 

Negroes have been substituted § for 
whites in the work of paving the city. 
Word was sent last night that these 
laborers must leave Hillsboro. The 
blacks gathered on Main street and sev- 
eral of the ‘‘home’”’ negroes became in- 
solent. 

The first outbreak occurred when City 
Marshal E:mery commanded negroes, 
who were loudly arguing with whites, 
to get off the street. One refused to 
leave and the marshal knocked him 
cown. Instantly there was a general 
fight. 

Negro Round-up Started. 

A crowd of whites started in 
‘whale’ the negroes and the riot was 
on. Three of the blacks escaped, but the 
white men’s blood was up and a roundup 
of all negroes in the main section of the 
city was instituted. Several were run out 
of town, and the threat was openly 
made by men of responsibility that all 
must leave quickly. 

Cc. D. Fry, who has the contract for 
paving work, declared he employed n»- 
groes because he could not obtain the 
services of whites. He insisted that his 
employes would be protected at night 
and while at work, but many citizens 
ure equally insistent that the men shall 
not work or remain in Hillsboro. 

Fry went to St. Louis early today to 
procure negro laborers to take the places 
of those who were compelled to flee, 
and if he imports them there is almost 
certain to be riotous demonstrations. 

Feeling is at boiling point now and 
if negroes are brought in it prebably 
will overflow and bloodshed is probable. 


Aged White Man Attacked, 

Although Hillsboro citizens have al- 
ways been averse to the employment of 
negro labor, an attack last Friday night 
on ‘‘Uncle’’ John T. Maddux, an aged 
white man and property owner, brought 
the race issue to a crisis. 

Maddux had directed a tenant, James 
Comer, a negro, to vacate a house be- 
cause of the non-payment of rent. AS 
the old man was going to his home at 
the edge of town Friday night, he was 
assaulted by a negro. He declares 
Comer is the man. 

Maddux suffered a great gash in his 
forehead, severe bruises on his face, 
black and swollen eyes and two broken 
ribs. When he appeared on the streets 
vesterday afternoon and related his ex- 
perience, there was great indignation 
and the report was quickly circulated. 

Shortly after this the negroes were 
notified to leave town, and their failure 
to obey resulted in the riotous acts of 
last night. Comer’s trial was set for 
this morning and the authorties took 
steps to Drevent violence. 


WILLIAMS WINS OVER GOV. 
VARDAMAN BY 648 VOTES 


Declared Nominee for United States 
Senator From Mississippi by 
Democratic Committee.

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 8.—The Demo- 
cratic State executive committee today 
declared John Sharp Williams the 

nominee for United States Senator. 

The canvass of the returns showed a 
majority of 648 votes for Williams, they 
being: 

Williams, 59,496; Vardaman, 58, 848. 

There will be no contest over the re- 
sult. 

After a short caucus between the two 
factions it wags finally agreed to abide 
by the semi-official returns as _ fur- 
nished Secretary of State Power from 
the various counties. These showed that 
Mr. Williams had a majority of 648. 

A motion to declare Mr. Williams the 
nominee was seconded by the friends 
of Gov. Vardaman. The committee 
then formally declared Mr. Williams 
nominated as United States Senator. 
This was considered the final settlement 
of the contest.

HELENA, Ark., Aug. 8.~Ben Carruth, 


now held upon the charge of murdering 
J. N. Scott, city editor of the Helena 
World, on Sunday last, appears to be 
the luckless victim of too great zeal 
on his own part to divert suspicion from 
himself. Save for acts done in this 
it is not likely that the crime 
would have been so svon laid at his 


spirit, 


door. 
Scott was killed in a district made up 


for the most part of low “uives’’ near 
the Mississippi levee. For years this 
district has been the blight of Helena, 
a very hotbed of crime. It is charged 
that under the old police system the 
keepers and inmates of these resorts 
thrived with Official indulgence. 

Carruth, lately deposed from the police 
force, was for a year a patrolman on 
this beat, intimately acquainted with all 
the resorts, and, according to report, 
spending much of his own time in the 
company of these people. 

Phoned to Bartender, 

On the night of the murder, Scott was 
the last member of the World staff to 
leave the office. He remained at his 
desk until 2 o’clock on Sunday morning. 
It has been learned that soon after 
midnight he talked by telephone with 
the night bartender of Newby’s saloon 
—the most notorious of the resorts in 
the “red light’ 
ated in connection with a negro 
ing house.”’ 

Upon leaving the World office, Scott 
went to Newby’s place. An unconfirm- 
ed report says that he was summoned 
for the purpose of talking over a threat- 
ened campaign for the closing of the 
dives. He was seen in the place by 
several persons just before his death. 

A further report, as yet only partly 
substantiated, says that upon Scott's 
arrival someone in the saloon tried to 
reach Carruth by telephone, succeeding 
after seve ral attempts, and saying to 
Carruth, ‘‘Your man is here.’ 

Watchman Hears Shots. 

After that the story is a blank until 
2:30, when a merchant’s watchman 
named Bailey; walking his rounds up- 
town, heard the shots fired which killed 
Scott. It is saia that pistol shooting is 
of frequent occurrence in the levee dis- 
trict at all hours of the night, so Bailey 
gave no. particular heed. Meeting 
Charles Sanders, Deputy County Clerk, 
he stood for a time with the latter, dis- 
cussing the matter, 

The two were together for from 29 
minutes to half an hour, when Carruth 
joined them. Greeting Sanders, he in- 
vited him to drink. Near-by saloons 
were open, but Carruth insisted upon 
going to Newby’s place. On the sidewalk 
before the door of this saloon Carruth 
himself found the body of Scott, un- 
shot through the neck and

head. 

Carruth’s first exclamation was: “God, 
Charlie, I’m glad you happened to be 
with me! They might have said that I 
did it.’’ 

Body in Lamp’s Glare. 

The body lay in the full glare of an 
are lamp, which hung at a street corner 
only a few yards away. Many persons 
were in the saloon when the shooting 
occurred. The night bartender declared 
that he went to the door when he heard 
the shots and looked carefully up ane 
down the street, but saw nothing. The 
body was within half dozen steps of 
where he stood. 

From the time of the shooting until 
the time of Carruth’s arrest the accused 
man was continually haunting the scene 
of the murder, making painstaking in- 
quiry concerning every scrap of evi- 
dence that might hint at suspicion. His 
interest was acute. 

Three times within the week preceding 
Scott’s death, it is known that Carruth 
deliberately sought a fight with him, 
approaching him on the street with pro- 
fane taunts and abuse, and threatening 
to kill if the chance was ever offered. 
At each of these times Scott avoided 
trouble by keeping silence and walking 
away. 

Negro Meets Fleeing Slayer. 

A negro has been found who avers 
that, directly after the shooting, he met 
man running in the darkness along 
the levee, carrying a pistol, and crying 
excitedly: “I said I'd kill him, and 


now I’ve done it!’ 
Since his dismissal from the police 


force in June, following the World’s 
graft exposures, Carruth has repeatedly 
declared his personal hatred for Scott, 
talking freely of vengeance, 

Carruth is a man of about 30. Former- 
ly he was employed as pound officer of 
the department, gaining the rank of 
patrolman only about a year ago. Be- 
yond a bare denial of his guilt, he will 
make no statement.

Sudden Change in Weather 
Sends Temperature Down

A thunderstorm accompanied by a 
brisk breeze and followed by a driving 
rain broke the St. Louis heat wave at 
9:30 a. m., Thursday. In half an hour 
the temperature dropped from 80 to 71 
degrees. The weather forecaster says 
that the relief will be only temporary. 
He looks for more thunderstorms Thurs- 
day night or Friday with the tempera- 
ture around 80 _egrees. 

The breeze which accompanied the 
storm did not last long and at 10:30 a. 
m. the temperature again was arising. 

The wind velocity was 32 miles an 
hour. It caused alarm in the residence 
districts, but no serious damage was re- 
ported. According to the forecaster, the 
wind did not reach sufficient velocity 
to be classed as even a “‘light gale.” 

The severest thunderstorm of a year 
struck Edwardsville, Ill., and its vicinity 
at 10:10 o’clock this morning. It was 2 
veritable cloudburst and tore down tele- 
phone and telegrapin wires, signs and 
awnings. On the farms so heavy was 
the downpour that chickens and grain 
stacks were washed away by the rush 
of water. The interurban lines all felt 
the force of the storm, the water shor! 
circuiting feed wires and high tension 
cable. 


An Oppressive Night. 


All night the air was still and hot. 
Wide verandas and big lawns in the 
West End were no more luxurious than 
back alley steps in the crowded down- 
town districts. Rich and poor alike 
were hot, too hot to sleep, too hot to 
stay awake in comfort, too hot, almost, 
to live. 


No Comfort Anywhere: 


There was no comfort even in abso- 
lute rest. The moisture in the air set- 
tled like rain on lawns and vacant lots 
and rose again in mist. Leaves hung 
limp and listless on the branches too 
tired to move. 

Even the white street ‘ights seen 
through the heavy air seemed to radi- 
ate their heat further than usual and 
add to the torrid burden of the night. 

Stone porch copings which should 
have been cool were hot to the touch 
and the heat reflected from the brick 
walls of houses was almost stifling. 

Riding on the trolley cars gave no re- 
lief. The motion stirred the air, but 
made it no cooler. The highest hilltop 
in or around St. Louls was as hot as 
the lowest valley. Everywhere was 
that same vapor freighted atmosphere, 
relentiess in following the searcher aft- 
er relief. 


Hundreds of flat dwellers slept on sec- 





Yond-floor back porches or dozed in arm- 


chairs in their yards. 

Along Seventh and Efe¢nth wiveste, be- 
tween Franklin und Cass avenues, an 
actual count made by the police showed 
that 30 men, 20 women and 40 children 
slept on the sidewalk. 

Others carried their bedclothing into 
the populous alleys of the district and 
sought slumber on the cobblestones. The 
city did not forget the people in this, 
the most thickly settled portion of St. 
Louls. A special detail of sprinklers 
was sent out to keep the streets flushed 
all night. 

Sprinklers Give Little Relief. 

Even this brought only temporary re- 
lief. The water was little cooler than 
the surrounding air and after the first 
quick wave of evaporation the atmos- 
phere seemed even hotter than before. 

Fire escapes on the larger crowded 
houses were pressed into service as 
sleeping places for children. Here ba- 
bics. harassed by the heat, tossed and 
moaned high above the streets. 

On the roofs of houses and sheds men 
lay, forgetful of the danger that if 
they should doze they might roll to 
death on the pavements. 

All through the night in streets and 
alleys where the poor abide could be 
seen the flitting, shadowy forms of un- 
clad children wandering among the 
prone forms of those who tried to sleep. 

Workers Stay at Home. 

Inquiries at the ‘big factories, 
tries, department stores, laundries and 
other places where many men and 
women are employed showed that about 
5 per cent of the workers of St. Louis 
did not report for duty Thursday morn- 
ing. The intense heat or illness partly 
caused by it was the excuse in most 
cases. 

The large laundries where hundreds 
of girls are employed reported that 
they were running almost full handed. 
Though the heat in some of these 
places is great, most of them are thor- 
cughly ventilated and kept cool by fans. 

Delivery wagon and express service 
was crippled Thursday because of the 
large number of horses which were dis- 
abled by the heat.

Rabbi Dramatically Prays at 
Anna Markowitz’s Funeral 
for Blight on Soil. 





MOURNERS SPELLBOUND 
Garments of Victim’s Sorrow- 
ing Family Slashed as a 

Symbol of Grief.

DAYTON, O., Aug. 8.—The ground up- 
on which Anna Markowitz was assault- 
ed and murdered was cursed yesterday 
by the rabbi who officiated at her fu- 
neral. He held his hand aloft and in 
tones trembling with emotion called up- 
on the Almighty to blight the spot. 
The moment was intensely dramatic. 

The appeal, unexpectedly delivered by 
the Jewish clergyman as he «tood beside 
the slain’ woman's bier, caused her 
family to turn pale and all in the 
mourning group to shudder. He did it 
formally and even ceremoniously. 

The rabbi prayed that no drop of 
fain be permitted to fall upon the spot, 
that the foliage now upon it should 
wither and dic and that never again 
might a blade of grass or a flower grow 
upon the unhallowed ground. He 
begged that this soil be barren for- 
evermore. 


Cuts Family’s Garments. 
Psalms were then recited by him, 


aiter which, as was the ancient cus- 
tom, he approached the members of 
Anna Markowitz’s family and slit the 
garments of each with a knife. This 
was symbolic of grief, denoting that the 
heart was torn with sorrow. 

Harry and J-.cob Markowitz and-their 
sister, Bertha, were freed from jail 
and attended the obsequies of their 
sister. Their appearance in the death 
chamber was a shock to the family. 
The mother stared at them an Instant, 
as with horror, and swooned. 

Ber’ . lt rkowitz, who }<s been ac- 
' eused of withholding information con- 
cerning the slaying of her sister and 
Abraham vcohan, glanced at the dead 
girl’s face in the coffin and fainted. 
The younger sister, Edith, became hys- 
terical and for a time the scene was be- 
wildering. 

Anna Markowitz was assaulted and 
killed Sunday evening, and her escort, 
the young man with whom she had 
walked near the grounds of the Na-

DEBUT NOV. 12 


New Director of St. Louis Sym- 
phony Will Have Hugo Ok 
as Assistant. 








The first appearance of Max Zach 
as director of the St. Louis Symphony 
will be Nov. 12 at the Odeon, 
when the first concert of the season 
will be given. 

Mr. Zach comes to St. Louis from 
Boston, where, as sub-conductor of the 
Boston Symphony, he made for him- 


self an enviable reputation among mu- 
Siclans throughout the country. 

Herr Hugo Ok of Cincinnati will be 
Herr Zach’s assistant in conducting the 
orchestra. Both were prominent in mu- 
sical events during the World’s Fair. 

Alfred Ernst, the retiring conductor of 
the Symphony, is now in Europe. If he 
returns he may become director of the 
St. Louis Choral Society, which was, 
until recently, associated with the 
Symphony. 














000,000, but that isn’t enough. We don’t 
Want to sell the mine at any price, for 
we believe that it will be the richest in 
the country.

The ore that is 
taken out now is run down the tram- 
way and dumped near the site of the 
mill. It will be smelted as soon as the 
mill is ready for operation, which will 
be some time next spring.

The Guggenheim family consists 
of the seven sons of Meyer Guggen- 
heim, now dead. They are Benjamin, 
Murray, Isaac, Daniel, Solomon, Si- 
mon and William. Daniel Guggen- 
heim is president of the American 
Smelting and Refining Co., which 
owns practically all of a big smelt- 
ing plants in the country. His broth- 
ers are associated with him in this 
enterprise in which hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars are invested. 

Simon Guggenheim, who has charge 
of the Colorado interests of the com- 
pany, was recently elected United 
States Senator from that State. The 
Guggenheims have reduced the smelt- 
ing of precious metals to an exact 
science and are now able, b-- means of 
their perfect machinery, to separate 
every particle of gold, silver and cop- 
per from the rock.

USTICE 10 AID 
IN TRUST Font 


Acting Attorney-General Rus- 
sell Talks of Standard 
Oil Fine. 








WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—Concerning 
frequent requests at the Department 
oi Justice for information as to prose- 
cutions of alleged trusts and railroads, 
acting Attorney-General Russell today 
said: 

“T am daily answering inquiries which 
indicate that all kinds of unfounded 
rumors are afloat concerning investiga- 
ticns and intended anti-trust suits and 
prosecutions by this department. For- 
tunately or unfortunately, the depart- 
ment is quite unable to do one-tenth as 
much work as it is supposed to be do- 
ing. 

“I understand some of these rumors 
have been caused by Judge Landis’ 
fine and troubles between the railroads 
and the states, particularly over State 
laws reducing rates. 

“So far as the fine is concerned, it 
may have operated to convince inves- 
tors that such part of their dividends 
as come from rebating and other illegal 
practices will be less curtain in the 
future. 

Subject for Experiment. 

“As for the State railroad rates and 
controverses, possib!y some Tividerds 
have been swelled by exorbitant local 
rates. My own view is that: whether a 
lower rate will lessen dividends or in- 
crease theni.by increasing travel and 
shipments is chiefly a matter of ex- 
periment. I presume it was upon be- 
ingey convinced of this that some of the 
1ajilroads abandoned their preliininary 
injunction of State law ard authority 
as of doubtful legality, even if a per- 
manent injunction shall be properly 
upheld upon full proof and after some 
time for experiment. 

“It wil doubtless be the policy of this 
cepartment to aid in the epeedy deter- 
mination of all the questions involved 
in the raflroad rates controversy by the 
Supreme Court, and tn that high trib- 
unal the rights of all will be safe. When 
the department shall have continued 
.enforcing the laws against repating and

HE impression that the railroad up Vesuvius was destrcyed by the recent 


eruptions is partly correct and partly incorrect. 


There were in fact two 


connecting railroads. The one first built, and urtil comparatively recently 








the only one, began at the foot of the crater cove and about 2600 feet above the 
tem, and was « cable road, ascending 2700 feet in a distance of 13,00 feet near- 
ly to the edge of the crater. This road, according to the Railroad Gazette, was 
completely destroyed and the powerhouse at the fygot was buried under 380 feet 
of ashes, now mud. Whether any part of the plant under the ashes is fit 
for further use is not yet known, The cable road was formarly reached by an 
_ exeellent carriage road, which was repla¢ed a few years ago by a tramway 
' partly worked by adbesion and partly by cogwheels. This road was damaged 
_tomparatively little by the eruption, and most of it has already been restored, 
and passengers are carried to a point whence a climb ef less than an hour by a 





practicable path brings them to the edge of the new crater.

Mr. Hedges was asked Wednesday by a 
representative of the Post-Dispatch 
what was the reason that the Browns 
next to last in the league race and what 
the management is doing and intends 
to do to give St. Louis a winning team 
next year. 
‘In the first place I want it under- 
stood that this year’s Browns has been 
the worst disappointment of my life,’’ 
said Mr. Hedges. “We are second in 
batting and fourth in fielding. Every- 
body conceded that we have the play- 
ers. Poor work by our pitchers coup- 
led with the fact that Hemphill and 
Stone did not start hitting the ball un- 
til well along in the season is the rea- 
son for our failure. I'll admit that I 
am disgusted. We must have a win- 
ning team. Baseball lack is all right, 
but I don’t consider it in our case. 

‘At the start of the season I ex- 
pected and in fact felt certain that we 
would be in, the first division from the 
start. I thought we had a chance for 
the pennant. I. preuicted that the team 
that won the flag would have to beat 
us. If you remember I stated that 
Philadelphiz and Detroit were the 
teams I figured we would have to beat. 
I did not fancy Chicago. All over the 
country critics agreed that the Browns 
would be the team to watch. Yet here 
we are next to the bottom. 

“Barney Pelty, a grand pitcher last 
year, is a complete failure this sea- 
son.

Married Man Fires Three Bul- 
“lets Into His Heart After 
Committing Murder.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 8—Mrs. L. 
C. Ray, a pretty married woman about 
35 years old, was shot and killed at her 
Home Wednesday by Robert Murdock, 
who then committed suicide. Murdock 
was a well-known citizen of Asheville.

He was married and had six children. 


His home life is said to have been hap- 
py until he became enamored of Mrs. 
Ray, who was the daughter of the late 
Col. Creasman. She was the mother of 
two children. 

Murdock told James Allison. a friend, 
a short time ago that Mrs. Ray “had 
ruined him financially and was faithless 
to him,’’ and that he was going to kill 
her. Yesterday morning Murdock called 
at Mrs. Ray’s home and the two went 
into the sitting room. A few minutes 


afterward there were sounds of scuffling 
and cries for help by Mrs. Ray. The 


maid ran to the room, but Murdock or- 
dered her away. Then came a succes- 
sion of shots and the maid ran into the 
street screaming. 


Feuad Dying on Floor. 

Passers-by rushed in, but were pre- 
vented from entering by Murdock, who 
flourished his pistol] and ordered them 
away. Another rapid succession of shots 
then followed. The door of Mrs. Ray’s 
sitting room was broken by the police, 
and Mrs. Ray and Murdock were found 
lying on the floor, struggling. Murdock 
expired about three minutes afterward: 
Mrs. Ray lived about five minutes. 

Three bul’sts had entered Murdock 
and five hd struck the woman. Mur- 
dock emp ied the entire contents of his 
revolver in Mrs. Ray’s body and then 
reloaded his revolver to shoot himself. 
The autopsy revealed the astonishing 
fact that Murdock had put three bullets 
into his heart, so close together they 
emerged from a common outlet. 
Murdock's wife spent the afternoon 
by the side of her husband's corpse, 
sobbing and accusing the dead woman 


of causing all the trouble. |

Married Man Fires Three Bul-

Yesterday morning Murdock called | 
at Mrs. Ray’s home and the two went 
into the sitting room. A few minutes 


afterward there were sounds of scuffling 


and cries for help by Mrs. Ray. The 
maid ran to the reom, but Murdock or- 
dered her away. Then came a succes- 
sion of shots and the maid ran into the 
street screaming. 


Fouad Dying on Fioor. 

Passers-by rushed in, but were pre- 
vented from entering by Murdock, who 
flourished his pistol] and ordered them 
away. Another rapid succession of shots 
then followed. The door of Mrs. Ray’s 
sitting room was broken by the police, 
and Mrs. Ray and Murdock were found 
lying on the floor, struggling. Murdock 
expired about three minutes afterward: 
Mrs. Ray lived about five minutes. 

Three bullets had entered Murdock 
and five had struck the woman. Mur- 
dock emptied the entire contents of his 
revolver in Mrs. Ray’s body and then 
reloaded his revolver to shoot himself. 
The autopsy revealed the astonishing 
fact that Murdock had put three bullets 
into his heart, so close together they 


emerged from a common outlet. 


Murdock's wife spent the afternoon 


by the side of her husband's corpse, 


sobbing and accusing the dead woman 


of causing all the trouble.
